For preview, store imports 
boldface Manhattan names 
to mingle with Brooklynites

The lighting was unflattering 
and the margaritas overly sweet, 
but nobody seemed to notice at the 
star-studded opening in Downtown 
Brooklyn of one of the nation’s 
largest Target department stores. 

Yes, Target. 

Even executives from the Min- 
nesota-based chain said they had 
never before seen anything like it. 

That’s because most of their store 
openings don’t include a cadre of 
tattooed hipsters or an albino Bur- 
mese python, let alone a sprinkling 
of celebrities. 

In preparation for their — and the 
Atlantic Terminal mail’s — grand 
opening at Atlantic and Flatbush av- 
enues this Sunday, Target invited sev- 
eral hundred media darlings, bold- 
faced names and Coney Island’s 
Circus Sideshow to its 192,000- 
square-foot, two-level emporium, a 


space in which everything from bicy- 
cles to organic eggs will be sold. 

[The mall will open to the public 
at 10 am on Sunday, July 25, for a 
grand opening celebration that will 
continue until 3 pm.] 

Comedian Sandra Bernhard, the 
evening’s master of ceremonies, wel- 
comed guests to the sparkling new 
aisles in her own special way. 

“Look at this alarm clock,” she 
said, pointing to one shopper’s mer- 
chandise. “You’ve been oversleep- 
ing, you’ve been laying up on your 
lazy fat Brooklyn ass. And look at 
what you got tonight, you got your- 
self an alarm clock. Ooohh child, 
you be waking up. I feel good, I got 
an alarm clock at Target.” 

Bernhard then briefly boomed her 
own rendition over Janis Joplin’s 
“Mercedes Benz.” 

“If Janis Joplin were still alive she 
would be here shopping at Target,” 
Bernhard said, referring to the ’60s 
rock singer who died of a drug over- 


dose more than 30 years ago. 

DJ Paul Sevigny, who often plays 
on the Lower East Side and lives in 
Manhattan, was responsible for the 
evening’s music and set up his 
turntables across from the escalator 


and near the girl’s clothing section.

Won't connect two 
Metrotech stations

Just a month after the city passed a massive 
rezoning plan for Downtown Brooklyn that is 
expected to bring soaring skyscrapers and thou- 
sands of new workers to the area, the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority has pulled back binding 
for much-need subway renovations in the area, a 
downtown business leader charged this week. 

Assemblywoman Joan Millman said the prom- 
ised improvements were “the lynchpin” that 
clinched support for the Downtown plan. 

Local elected officials and community leaders 
have long complained that the Jay Street-Borough 
Hall A, C and F station and the Lawrence Street M 
and R station are in dire need of renovations in or- 
der to accommodate the 43,000 new workers ex- 
pected over the next decade. A project was said to 
be in the works that would upgrade the two stations

and connect them underground, allowing a free 
transfer between the lines. 

But in a letter addressed to both New York City 
Transit President Lawrence Reuter and MTA Exec- 
utive Director Katherine Lapp, a copy of which 
was obtained by The Brooklyn Papers, Michael 
Burke, executive director of the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Council, decried the state-run agency’s decision 
to pull funding for that project. 

“I am writing regarding the ... decision to de- 
fund the Jay Street/Lawrence Street subway station 
reconstruction project,” Burke wrote in the letter, 
dated July 9. He went on to urge that the subway 
station fix-up money be restored. 

Citing the Downtown Brooklyn Plan, Burke

Slope sportsplex 
set for armory

Recall Davis 1 year later

It was a year ago this past Friday 
that Councilman James Davis, a min- 
ister and former police officer, was 


gunned down by a political rival in 
the balcony of the council chambers. 

While Davis’ political career may have 
been short, he left an indelible mark on the 
neighborhoods he represented — Fort 


Greene, Prospect Heights and Crown 
Heights. 

This week, friends, family, colleagues 
and even former political rivals from 
throughout the district and beyond looked 
for different ways to remember the anti- vi- 
olence advocate and political maverick. 

At a tree-planting ceremony at the 
Brooklyn Botanic Garden Tuesday morn- 
ing, Council Speaker Gifford Miller, who 
did not always see eye-to-eye with Davis, 
called his late colleague a “mighty oak 
among a tree of politicians.” 

The next day, July 21, the City Council 
renamed a City Hall lounge in Davis’ honor 
and put up a plaque bearing his portrait — 
one he often included in campaign literature. 

But a pair of dueling memorial cere- 
monies on the first anniversary of his as- 
sassination, Friday, July 23, threw a politi- 
cal wrench in to the otherwise solemn 
week of events. 

Davis’ brother, Geoffrey Davis, organ- 
ized a commemorative memorial celebra- 
tion at the Rose Castle Ballroom in Crown 
Heights with the Rev. A1 Sharpton and ac- 
tress Melba Moore expected to appear. 

On the same day, Davis’ estranged half- 
brother, a reverend who lives in Florida,

Rep. Owens told Ratner’s Nets plan 
won’t fit inside former shipyard, 
then major expansion is announced

Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg’s announcement last 
week that the city will expand 
the Brooklyn Navy Yard 
industrial park by 500,000 
square feet came as good 


news to local manufacturers. 

But for Rep. Major Owens 
and opponents of the plan to 
build a basketball arena in 
Downtown Brooklyn, the ex- 
pansion announcement was 
taken as another slap in the 
face toward their plan to in- 
stead build the future home of 


the New Jersey Nets on the 
Navy Yard’s grounds. 

At a meeting with Navy 
Yard officials just two weeks 
before the mayor’s announce- 
ment, Owens and members of 
the anti-arena group Develop- 
Don’t Destroy Brooklyn 
(DDDB) were told that the yard 
did not have enough space for 
developer and Nets owner 
Bruce Ratner’s planned 19,000- 
seat arena. 

“It seems like all this is just a 
reaction to our proposal,” 
Owens told The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers, referring to the city's plan 
to cull additional Navy Yard 
space from the current police 
department tow pound on 
Flushing Avenue and then use 
that space for commercial and 
manufacturing businesses. “They 
want to step up the propaganda 
because they just don’t want 
Ratner’s arena there.” 

In April, Owens teamed up 
with DDDB and unveiled an 
alternative to Ratner’s proposal 
for an 800,000-square-foot are- 
na, surrounded by office tow- 
ers, and planned for the inter- 
section of Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues. The arena, office 
buildings and 4,500 units of 
housing are to be designed by 
noted architect Frank Gehry 
and extend for six blocks into 
Prospect Heights. 

“I think it is possible that an 
arena could fit on expansion in 
the impound lot,” said Daniel 
Goldstein, a DDDB founding 
member. “Plus, there is anoth- 
er 300 acres. We support look- 
ing at any possible site for an 
arena and that debate should 
be started, instead of simply 
going with the site that Ratner 
selected.” 

Looking at the Navy Yard 
from the outside, most New 
Yorkers would assume it to be 
nothing more than a vacant lot 
ravished by thickets of untamed 
foliage and years of disrepair. 
But in the July 1 tour led by 
representatives from the Navy 
Yard’s development corpora- 
tion, Owens, Goldstein and The 
Brooklyn Papers were shown 
another side of the former mili- 
tary shipyard: a bustling indus- 
trial park, occupied by more 
than 220 tenants and providing 
more than 3,700 jobs for the

surrounding community. 

Owens was not willing to 
admit defeat just then. “A large 
part of the yard is cluttered with 
industrial activity in a helter- 
skelter pattern. A lot of places 
can be bulldozed to clear space 
for new buildings and busi- 
ness,” he said, citing the new 
Steiner Film Studios, currently 
under-construction in the yards, 
as a model for development. 

The Navy Yard arena plan, 
submitted as an alternative to 
that of Ratner, also includes a 
new ferry terminal, 25,000 
parking spaces, and new, 
mixed-used residential and 
commercial buildings. 

“The proposal is about re- 
thinking the way this post-in- 
dustrial space is used,” said 
Jennifer Gellin, one of the ar- 
chitects who helped develop the 
alternative proposal. “The idea 
is to make the waterfront acces- 
sible to the public without dis- 
turbing the existing industry.” 

Eric Deutsch, president and 
CEO of the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard Development Corpora- 
tion, seemed baffled by the pro- 
posal, remarking that the Navy 
Yard did not have space for 
such an ambitious develop- 


“This is not a vacant derelict 
facility. The buildings that you 
see when you drive by are filled 
to the brim,” Deutsch said, later 
adding that small manufacturers 
occupy nearly 97 percent of the 
property's leaseable space. 

“Where would we put [the 
arena]? Other than a few spaces 
here and there, for 300 million 
square feet, we are pretty much 
full,” Deutsch said. 

“There is no space, there is 
not enough mass transit — it is 
just not feasible,” he added. 

But he made those com- 
ments just before the announce- 
ment of $71 million in city 
funding over the next five years 
to upgrade streets, sewers and 
other elements of the Navy 
Yard infrastructure. 

Starting in 2005, the mayor 
said, the Navy Yard Industrial 
Park will grow by another half 
a million square feet of new in- 
dustrial space over three to five 
years. That expansion, Bloom- 
berg said, will create 500 to 800 
new manufacturing jobs and 
also develop new retail space 
along Flushing Avenue. 

“It became clear that the 
president of the Navy Yard took 
us on a tour and only showed 
us the buildings that were in use 


and the places where nothing 
could be built or are land- 
marked,” said DDDB’s Gold- 
stein. “They didn’t show us the 
vacant lots and buildings. And 
then two weeks later they an- 
nounce an expansion plan 
where an arena can feasibly fit. 
It doesn't make sense.” 

On the tour, Alan Fishman, 
president and CEO of Indepen- 
dence Community Bank and 
chairman of the Navy Yard’s 
board of directors, also empha- 
sized the yard’s dry dock facili- 
ties as “priceless pieces of in- 
frastructure.” The alternative 
arena plan calls for building 
over part of them. 

“There are only a few of 
them left in the tri-state area,” 
said Fishman. Other dry docks, 
he said, are in Bayonne, N.J., 
and one at the old Todd Ship- 
yards in Red Hook’s Erie 
Basin, which recently closed to 
clear land for a planned Ikea 

"Replacing them would cost 
billions of dollars,” Fishman 

Four of the six docks — 
huge basin-like structures from 
which water can be emptied to 
allow the lower portions of 
ships to be worked on — are 


still in operation, including a 
150-year-old granite one that a 
Navy Yard official described as 
being the length of the Empire 
State Building if it were laid on 
its side. 

Owens is not the first to eye 
the Navy Yard as a potential 
site for development, nor is he 
likely to be the last in a long pa- 
rade of community activists and 
city officials who believe that 
the Navy Yard is the perfect 
place to tuck away unwanted 
public facilities, Deutsch re- 
marked. 

“We call it the ‘just put it in 
the Navy Yard syndrome’,” said 
Deutsch, who led Owens on the 

“I have had to face a number 
of people who say, ‘I don’t 
want it in my community, just 
put it in the Navy Yard’,” he 
said, referring to attempts to put 
a waste incinerator, a power 
plant and most recently, a facili- 
ty for the Office of Emergency 
Management inside the Navy 
Yard. 

He also noted that for many 
manufacturers, the Navy Yard 
stands as a last refuge for indus- 
trial production as many of 
them have been priced out of 
other areas or simply displaced 


by residential development. 
With a proposal to rezone much 
of Greenpoint and Williams- 
burg, which would make close 
to 300 acres of industrial land 
available for residential devel- 
opment, Deutsch said they ex- 
pect to see many more tenants 
in the future. 

Aside from the dry docks, 
the Navy Yard houses a number 
of unique historical and indus- 
trial structures tucked away in 
its patchwork of aging manu- 
facturing buildings. The com- 
mandant’s house, completed in 
1806, is listed on the National 
Register of Historic Places. 

Land for the shipyard was 
purchased by the United States 
Navy in 1801, and during its 
early years the Navy Yard built 
ships to battle Caribbean and 
Barbary pirates and outfitted 
more than 100 ships during the 
War of 1812. During the Civil 
War the shipyard was the cen- 
tral base for ship repair and dis- 
tributing supplies to the Union 
fleet. 

It continued to thrive during 
the Spanish- American War, be- 
coming the Navy’s principal 
supply depot, as well as during 
World War I. World War II 
turned the Navy Yard into the 
nation’s largest naval construc- 
tion facility, nicknamed the 
“Can-Do Yard.” Such historic 
ships as the U.S. Missouri, 
upon whose deck the Japanese 
signed the surrender that ended 
the war, were built there. 

The city bought the Navy 
Yard after the federal govern- 
ment closed it in 1966, and 
turned into an industrial park. A 
28-acre parcel known as the 
Navy Hospital Annex was set 
aside from active use, including 
two buildings designated as his- 
toric landmarks, and a military 
burial ground. 

Two years ago, the annex 
was turned over to the Navy 
Yard development corporation, 
which has plans to renovate the 

The newest addition to the 
Navy Yard is the 15-acre Stein- 
er Studios with five state-of- 
the-art film production and 
sound stages. The first phase of 
construction is nearing comple- 
tion and the studio slated to 
open this fall. 

Deutsch expects the film stu- 
dio will provide more than 
1,000 jobs and hopes the com- 
pany will seek expansion. 

“If the studio would like to 
expand, then the naval annex 
could serve as a good site,” he

shelter for homeless women. 

“This armory is going to be 
a great resource,” Bloomberg 
said at a news conference out- 
side the facility on Thursday. 
“We talked about the athletics 
and the adult education and 
the community meeting place, 
but it also is going to continue 
to act as a shelter for people 
among us who have special 

The facility could also be 
used for Olympic training, ac- 
cording to DeBlasio, who said 
he has discussed the idea with 
both the mayor and Deputy 
Mayor Dan Doctoroff, who 
heads the city’s effort to host 
the 2012 Olympics. 

The facility will be mod- 
eled after one of Take The 
Field’s other projects — the 
Fort Washington Armory in 
Manhattan’s Washington 
Heights neighborhood — 
where underutilized shelter 
space was converted into a 
top-notch track and field and a 
community center offering af- 
ter-school activities and adult 
education. 

Richard Kahan, president 
of Take the Filed, has in the 
past said he envisioned the 
athletic facilities would be 
open to the public from 6 am 
to 8 am. Then, from 8 am to 4 
pm, the hall could be made 
available to the Department of 
Education for local public 
schools currently lacking fa- 
cilities. After 4 pm. the facili- 
ties would be open to private 
schools, community leagues 
and neighborhood organiza- 


Construction is expected to 
cost $16 million and last two 
years and will include reno- 
vating the 70,000-square-foot 
drill floor, budding bathrooms 
and locker areas, ceiling work, 
renovating the balcony and in- 
stalling a sprinkler system. 

The mayor and City Coun- 
cil have each committed $6 
million in public funds and 
Borough President Marty 
Markowitz another $2 million. 
Take the Field is contributing 
$2 million in privately raised 

“I'm proud we secured a $6 
million council allocation for 
the Park Slope Armory Initia- 
tive,” said DeBlasio. “These 
funds will help convert an 
eyesore into a new asset for 
our community.” 

Since the late 1980s, bor- 
ough leaders have held onto 
the dream of budding an ama- 
teur athletics facility. 

Initially called Sportsplex, 
and planned as a 12,000-seat 
facility to be budt on Surf Av- 
enue between West 19th and 
West 20th streets in Coney Is- 
land, the $70 mdlion project 
was slated to include an 
NCAA-regulation basketball 
court surrounded by a 200- 
meter, eight-lane track. 

But plans for that arena col- 
lapsed under the weight of 
former Mayor Rudolph Giu- 
liani’s interest in bringing pro- 
fessional baseball to Brooklyn 
and Staten Island. He pushed 
forward the plan to build a 
baseball stadium in Coney Is- 
land instead, resulting in the 
Brooklyn Cyclones and 
Keyspan Park. When the sin- 


gle-A baseball stadium was 
erected where the storied 
Thunderbolt roller coaster 
once stood, all bets were off 
for Sportsplex. 

Meanwhile, in the early 
1990s, a state appellate judge 
ruled that warehousing hun- 
dreds of homeless people on 
drill floors, as had been the 
practice in armories since the 
early ’80s, was unhealthy and 
inhumane. That decision 
helped create new possibilities 
for the cavernous spaces and 
now the Park Slope armory 
plan gives the borough a 
chance to realize its Sport- 
splex dream. 

The Park Slope armory was 
built in the late 1800s and di- 
vided into two sections, a 
three-story administrative 
building that faces Eighth Av- 
enue and a giant drill hall be- 
tween Seventh and Eighth av- 

In 1998, the building was 
designated by the city as a 
landmark. 

“Today is simply a dream 
come true for Park Slope,” 
said Borough President Marty 
Markowitz. 

“This state-of-the-art facility 
will improve the quality of life 
for sports loving Brooklynites 
of every age from eveiy comer 
of the borough and offer nu- 
merous other community serv- 
ices. I am proud that Brook- 
lyn’s future sports legends will 
run, shoot and score right here 
in Brooklyn.”

organized an event at the St. 
Mark’s Episcopal Church, in 
Crown Heights, along with 
Davis’ former chief of staff, 
Janet Minto, who also serves as 
vice-chair of the Love Your- 
self/Stop the Violence Founda- 
tion that Davis founded. 

“We’re pleased that other 
memorials are taking place — 
the more the merrier. But the 
one they’re putting on is at the 
exact same time, and that 
takes away from the commu- 
nity memorializing my broth- 
er together,” said Geoffrey 
Davis, whose event was 
scheduled to include a fashion 
show in honor of his brother, 
who had an eye for fine suits. 

Following his brother’s as- 
sassination, and an unsuccess- 
ful bid for his brother’s seat, 
Geoffrey Davis, 40, had a less 
than an amicable break from 
his brother’s anti-violence 
foundation and splintered off to 
form his own James E. Davis 
Stop Violence Foundation. 

Davis was bom on April 3, 
1962, in Bedford-Stuyvesant, to 
James and Thelma Davis, a cor- 
rection officer and a nurse, and 
spent his early years in there be- 
fore his family moved to Crown 
Heights, where he grew up. 

The councilman always 
maintained that it was an inci- 


dent in 1983, when he was ac- 
cused of stealing a car and al- 
legedly beaten by two white 
police officers, that drove him 
to public service. First as a 
correction officer on Rikers 
Island, then as a police patrol 
officer, before he was an in- 
structor at the police academy. 

His rise to the council in 
2001 was an unlikely upset. 
Davis had failed in four previ- 
ous races for public office and 
the New York Times didn’t 
even interview him before 
they endorsed opponent Leti- 
tia James, he maintained. 

In an ironic, if not highly po- 
litical twist, the Democrats last 
year backed Geoffrey Davis, 
who had no political experi- 
ence, over Letitia James, who 
won resoundingly on the Work- 
ing Families Party line. 

The summer he was killed, 
Davis hosted a special com- 
munity meeting in his home to 
discuss the mayor’s plans for 
Downtown Brooklyn and later 
took Deputy Mayor Dan Doc- 
toroff on a tour of the area. 

It was classic Davis — giv- 
ing the impression that he was 
bringing government to his 
constituents rather than acting 
as an arbiter between the dis- 
trict’s interests and the com- 
plexity of budgets, legislation 
and City Hall bureaucracy.

wrote, “The epicenter of this 
new development will be 
Willoughby Street, Jay Street 
and Flatbush Avenue, making 
the Jay Street and Lawrence 
Street subway stations the 
commuter crossroads of 
Downtown Brooklyn. 

“The planned improvements 
... are an integral component of 
future downtown development. 
By connecting these two sta- 
tions and significantly upgrad- 
ing their capacities, this new 
transit hub will serve as both a 
strong incentive for additional 
private investment and a wel- 
coming gateway to downtown’s 
new employees and visitors.” 

Burke, who was on vacation, 
could not be reached for further 
comment. The Downtown 
Brooklyn Council was a driving 
force in creating the massive 
Downtown Brooklyn rezoning 
and urban renewal plan. 

“That’s an outrageous cut,” 
said Evan Thies, a spokesman 
for Councilman David Yassky, 
whose district includes Down- 
town Brooklyn. 

“With the Downtown Plan 
just passed and thousands of 
new jobs being created we’re 
going to see an influx of new 
commuters and residents that 
are going to need mass trans- 
portation,” Thies said. 

The 60-block Downtown 
Brooklyn Plan could bring 4.5 
million square feet of office de- 
velopment, 1 million square 
feet of retail and 1,000 units of 
housing. 

Over the next decade the 
workforce is expected to grow 
from 71,000 to 114,000, Burke 
cites in his letter. 

From the beginning, both 
supporters and opponents of the 
plan have called on the city to 
improve traffic and transporta- 
tion throughout the area. 

“Without connecting the sta- 
tions, they can’t possibly sus- 
tain the development they are 
looking for,” said Jo Anne Si- 
mon, a leader of the Down- 
town Brooklyn Coalition. 

Community leaders have 
long charged that the stairwells 
and platforms at the Lawrence 
Street-Metrotech station, at 
Willoughby Street, are too nar- 
row to accommodate riders. 

The MTA had pledged to 
widen the staircases and con- 
nect the two subway stations. 
Riders currently must pay two 
fares if they want to transfer be- 
tween stations. 

But facing a mounting 
deficit, the MTA announced 
earlier this month that they 
would have to scale back serv- 
ice and possibly raise fares. 

Spokespersons for both the 
MTA and NYC Transit would 
not confirm whether the pro- 
gram had in fact been taken out 
of the capital budget, which the 
MTA is scheduled to vote on 

Mark Groce, a spokesman 
for NYC Transit, would only 
say, “I can’t talk about anything 
in the budget because we 
haven’t seen the final budget 
yet.” 

But that didn’t stop Yassky, 
Assemblywoman Joan Millman 
and state Sen. Velmanette 
Montgomery from firing off let- 
ters to the agencies this week 
calling for the renovations to be 
reinstated in the budget. 

“I feel like it’s the old bait- 
and-switch technique,” said 
Millman. 

“What we all said [to those 
drafting the Downtonw Plan] is 
that you have to do something 
about increasing capacity on 
downtown trains, and right now 
our subway system is over- 
crowded as it is. 

“They said, ‘It’s in our 
plan,”’ said Millman. “For 
many of us, that was the lynch- 
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cal maverick, his successor 
and former rival, James, is 
considered a political insider. 

As an elected official, Davis 
hardly took it easy on his rivals 
and never ingratiated himself to 
the county machine. 

He was one of three De- 
mocrats to vote against the 
18.5-percent property tax 
hike. When Council Speaker 
Gifford Miller removed Davis 
form the Cultural Affairs com- 
mittee afterward, Davis threat- 
ened to sue him. 

One Prospect Heights resi- 
dent this week recalled seeing 
Davis driving down the street 
and passing somebody walk- 
ing his dog. “James Davis 
thanks you for cleaning up af- 
ter you dog,” he yelled out. 

But all that ended on July 
23 when Davis walked into 
City Hall alongside political 
rival Othneil Askew. As the 
two stood on the balcony of 
the City Council Chamber, 
shortly after 2 pm. Askew 
pulled out a silver, 40-caliber 
semiautomatic handgun and 
shot Davis in the chest. As he 
lay prone on the balcony floor, 
Askew pumped six more 
shots into Davis’ abdomen at 
pointblank range. 

That day, Davis was plan- 
ning to introduce legislation ad- 
dressing workplace violence. 

“I miss him very much, I 
miss him all the time,” his 
mother, Thelma Davis said 
this week. “We’re venturing 
forward with his dream.”

The city plans to open a homeless drop-in center, pop- 
ulated predominantly by men, in the same Downtown 
Brooklyn building that houses a 200-bed shelter for med- 
ical-care dependent homeless women. 

Community Board 2 was opposed to last year’s opening of the 
shelter at 200 Tillary St. on the comer of Prince Street, and this 
week board members came out swinging, charging that mixing 
the two populations could be “explosive,” as one board member 
called the situation, and repeating their cry that the district is al- 
ready over-saturated with social service facilities. 

Before it opened in December, community members had tried to 
stop Consumer Information and Dispute Resolution Inc. (CIDR), a 
non-profit organization that runs facilities for people with disabilities, 
from opening the shelter for women in the eight-story building that 
was previously used as a college dormitory. 

The Salvation Army currently operates a drop-in center at 39 
Bond St., in Boerum Hill, but is being forced to move because 
the building was sold. After looking for a replacement site for 
years, a Department of Homeless Services official said at a meet- 
ing with community members Wednesday night, 200 Tillary St. 
was the only site they could find. 

‘To relocate a population of single, homeless men in close prox- 
imity to women who are medically fragile and chemically addicted 
is an explosive situation,” said John Harrison, who co-chairs the 
CB2 Health, Environment and Social Services committee. 

That committee met community members and representatives 
from the Department of Homeless Services, the Salvation Army 
and CIDR at a special meeting at Brooklyn Hospital, on DeKalb 
Avenue at Ashland Place, July 21, to hash out their concerns. 

Israel Rosario, a resident in the nearby Farragut Houses public 
housing project, said that because the shelter is located near two 
schools and a park he is concerned about the additional 200 
homeless people who are expected to come through the center 
every day. 

The new drop-in center would provide social and medical 
services to homeless men and women resistant to using the city’s 
shelter system. While there are no beds available, clients are al- 
lowed to spend the night. 

Despite rave reviews from the Department of Homeless Ser- 
vices, Lt. Christopher Valis, of the 88th Precinct, said police are 
often called in for reports of prostitution and emotionally dis- 
turbed people near the 200 Tillary St. site. 

Valis also noted the proximity of the shelter to the Ingersol 
Houses public housing project, which he described as “violent” 
and as having a rising number of robberies. 

Although it is located just around the comer from the 84th 
Precinct stationhouse, the building is actually under the jurisdic- 
tion of the 88th Precinct, which predominantly patrols Fort 
Greene. Complaints about the center are directed to that precinct 
while walk-in complaints come to the 84th Precinct, making it 
difficult to compile detailed reports. 

Alfred Peck, the Salvation Army director of social services for 
greater New York, said the center has a “good neighbor policy” 
and invited CB2 to join its neighborhood advisory board. 

The Salvation Army does not yet have a contract for the 200 
Tillary St. site, although they expect to move in around October 
of November. And the community has little say over the move. 

“We would like to have the support of the community,” said 
Robert Mascali, assistant commissioner for government and 
community affairs for the Department of Homeless Services, 
“but it’s not necessary to have it.” 

Because the facility is privately run, it does not need to pass 
through the city review process, which requires public hearings 
before the community board, borough president, City Planning 
Commission and City Council. Only 10 percent of shelters, those 
actually owned by the city, are subject to public scrutiny, accord- 
ing to Mascali. 

Because of the lack of oversight, the community has com- 
plained of “pop-up shelters” opening throughout the district. 

In Fort Greene, neighbors were told that building at 65 Cler- 
mont Ave. would be converted into 12 units of luxury housing. 
But shortly before the building opened it was switched to a 24- 
hour temporary homeless shelter. 

Three buildings — at 523 and 525 Clinton Ave. and 508 Wa- 
verly Ave. — were recently turned into a 19-unit, 25-bed shelter 
for formerly homeless families with a history of mental illness. 

And Interim Housing a private company, opened a 96-unit 
“transient hotel” in back-to-back buddings at 769 Pacific St. and 
603 Dean St. 

“The Department of Homeless Services has been less than ad- 
equate in its communications with us,” said Harrison, who asked 
the agency to keep the board up to date on development with its 
plans for 200 Tdlary St. 

Mascalli argued that the residents did not pose a threat to the 
community and that everyone had to share the burden of the 
city’s growing homeless crisis. He said that every meeting he 
goes to, communities complain of being overburdened. 

Barbara Strickland, the director of social services for 200 
Tdlary St., said she was not concerned about the drop-in shelter 
opening up in the budding and said the two facilities would not be 
connected in any way and that the women had a 10 pm curfew. 

The facility has private security in addition to 61 security cam- 
eras through the budding. 

“We have our fair share of shelters,” said Rachim Fowler, di- 
rector of Fort Greene Youth Control, a program for teenagers. 
“Councilman James Davis spoke to this and now it seems like 
we’re going over the same thing.” 

Davis, on the day he was shot dead in City Had last July, was 
preparing legislation that would have required notifying commu- 
nities of plans to open homeless shelters in their midst. 
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Red Hook Ikea hearing

The rezoning application that would 
allow the construction of a 346,000- 
square-foot Ikea megastore on the Red 
Hook waterfront will get a public hear- 
ing before the City Planning Commis- 
sion this Wednesday, July 28, at 10 am, 
at the commission’s offices at 22 Reade 
St. in Lower Manhattan. 

For the past several months, the commu- 
nities in and around Red Hook have been 


battling over the prospect of the big-box 
store occupying the 22-acre former New 
York Shipyard site along the Erie Basin be- 
tween Columbia and Dwight streets. 

The plan also includes 71,400 square 
feet of adjacent restaurant and retail 
space, 1,400 parking spaces and a 6.2- 
acre public esplanade. 

The proposal has been tearing at the 
seams of an already socially and eco- 
nomically divided community, splitting 


Red Hook into two camps — those con- 
cerned about bringing much-needed jobs 
to the neighborhood and those who fear 
Ikea traffic will destroy quality of life and 
feel that better uses could be found for 
the valuable waterfront property. 

Both Community Board 6 and Bor- 
ough President Marty Markowitz have 
endorsed the application. Markowitz is 
calling on Ikea to facilitate day care for 
working mothers, to provide a job reten- 


tion program and to fund local artists. 
The two recommendations and the appli- 
cation will be reviewed by City Planning 
and the public can testify at Wednesday’s 
hearing. 

After the City Planning Commission 
renders a decision, the application goes 
before the City Council for review. 

The hearing will be held at the City 
Planning offices at 22 Reade St. in Low- 
er Manhattan. 


Ikea: Brooklynites shop without cars 


To the editor: 

Shame on Brian Ketcham for 
releasing an inaccurate IKEA 
Red Hook traffic study that has 
no basis in fact, and shame on 
The Brooklyn Papers for report- 
ing his “findings” without ever 
bothering to contact IKEA or 
me, the traffic consultant on this 
project, for comment and/or 
clarification [“Study: Ikea a 
traffic horror,” The Brooklyn 
Papers, July 17]. 

Brian Ketcham has a long 
and disingenuous history of 
simply making up numbers, 
multiplying them a few times 
and then arriving at outrageous 
findings. For example, I re- 
member his claim that the Cost- 
co store on Second Avenue and 
39th Street would back up traf- 


fic from the Brooklyn Bridge to 
the Verrazano Bridge, cause 
Park Slope stores to shutter and 
result in hundreds of casualties. 
Actual experience has proven 
him wrong, wrong and wrong. 
In his all-inclusive statement to 
The Brooklyn Papers, he states 
that everybody fakes numbers. 
Well maybe Brian Ketcham 
does, but as I have told him di- 
rectly, we don’t! 

But enough about Brian, be- 
cause the real story is that the 
Ikea plan is the most urban-ori- 
ented shopping development in 
the city and perhaps in the 
country. Fifty-seven percent of 
households in Brooklyn don’t 
have cars, yet 100 percent have 
furniture. Brooklynites obvious- 
ly know how to shop without

I was brought into the 
process before a decision had 
been made on the site. I told 
Ikea I wanted to see ferries, 
subway-to-bus shuttles, public 
bus lines extended and brought 
onto Ikea property, and easier 
ways for people to walk. Every 
transit and pedestrian sugges- 
tion was adopted and will be in 
place on Day 1 . 

Despite all the added transit, 
our traffic analysis assumed the 
overwhelming majority (95 
percent on weekdays and 80 
percent on weekends) would ar- 


rive by motor vehicle. We did 
this to ‘tax’ the street system 
(i.e. adding more traffic than we 
actually thought would be gen- 
erated to find "weak links’). As 
a result, Hamilton Avenue at 
Smith Street and at Court Street 
will be reconstructed and made 
safer and more efficient. 
Pedestrians will have an easier 
time crossing at Clinton Street 
as 17 feet of roadway becomes 
a walkway. Sidewalks will be 
built underneath the Gowanus, 
pedestrian lighting will be 
added and connections made to 
the crosswalks at Clinton Street 
and at West Ninth Street. 

The dangerous merge of the 
Hamilton Avenue ramps from 
the BQE westbound and from 
the Battery Tunnel into a single 


lane will be solved with each 
ramp getting its own lane. A 
traffic-calming study is under- 
way for the local streets in the 
vicinity of the Red Hook Hous- 
es. Additional traffic signals, 
roadway narrowings, speed 
humps and other measures are 
being developed in consultation 
with the residents of the Houses, 
Community Board 6 and NYC 
DOT. A bikeway will be inte- 
grated within the six-acre water- 
front park. Maritime uses will 
be enhanced as piers are rebuilt. 

I am very proud of the plan- 
ning work we’ve done, the re- 
sponsiveness of IKEA and the 
input of the community.

mg for a major chain store. 

Instead of heading down the red carpet, arriving celebrities 
paused for photographers in front of a Target red-and-white back- 
drop where some petted and posed with the company’s mascot, 
“Bullseye” the dog. 

Stars later struck poses on the escalator, in front of “Sponge 
Bob” underwear, and Brita filter displays. 

“What are you wearing?” one fashion reporter asked Chloe 
Sevigny as she made her way into the mall. 

“Chanel.” 

“Are you wearing any Target?” a reporter wanted to know. 

“Not yet,” said Sevigny, who was later spotted with a shop- 
ping cart filled with “panties and hangers” but said she was most 
excited about a black-and-white umbrella. 

Other Manhattan scenesters also headed to Target in cars provid- 
ed by the store, although one PR flack who actually came on the 
subway, noted, “I couldn’t believe it was one stop from Manhattan.” 

The $150 million Atlantic Terminal mall is built over the At- 
lantic Avenue subway and commuter rail hub with 10 subway 
lines and the Long Island Rail Road converging there. 

Many shoppers said they knew somebody who knew some- 
body who scored them an invite to the event. Others said they re- 
ceived invitations in the mail. 

But before opening the doors at 8 pm, organizers made it clear 
to those gathered outside that if you didn’t have an invite and 
weren’t on the list, you weren’t getting in.

Fashion designer Isaac Mizrahi, who has a line for the store 
made an appearance along with actors Maggie Gyllenhaal, Alan 
Cumming and supermodel Sara Ziff. 

Even Fort Greene Councilwoman Letitia James, an ardent foe 
of the mall’s developer, Bruce Ratner. because of his plan to 
build a basketball arena across the street from the new mall, 
couldn’t find enough good things to say about the place. 

“This is wonderful. It’s massive. It’s everything you could pos- 
sibly want in your mall,” said a beaming James. 

She quickly added, “It’s just on this that we agree.” James hosted 
a press conference on the steps of the City Hall the following morn- 
ing denouncing the Atlantic Yards arena and office tower project. 

Opening in the four-level mall Sunday will be Target, Daffy’s 
clothing, Bath & Body Works, McDonald’s, Rockaway Bedding, 
GameStop, Carver Savings Bank, DSW shoe outlet and Chuck 
E. Cheese children’s party facility. 

Other stores and offices opening in the near future include Star-

As things wound down Tuesday night, revelers could be seen 
making their way down Flatbush Avenue in high-heeled shoes 
carrying large red-and-white Target bags. 

Some even came out with brightly painted nails — Target was 
offering manicures in the cosmetics session. 

A woman sporting a “Defend Brooklyn” T-shirt bought cat food 
and explained that her shirt was not an anti-gentrification commen- 
tary. A photographer from Williamsburg who bought sheets and 
gum was still contemplating whether or not he would come back 

In addition to calling it the first “metropolitan store” the com- 
pany has ever opened, the new Target is also the first without a 
parking lot that customers can roll their carts onto. The nearest 
lot is across the street at Ratner’s Atlantic Center mall, long criti- 
cized for its terrible design. Target is on the opposite end of the 
mall from the Flatbush and Atlantic entrance and starts on the 
second floor, leaving shoppers to schlep their purchases.

Williamsburg director talks 
about Colombian drug-running

W illiamsburg writer-director Joshua Mar- 
ston is opening a lot of eyes these days 
to the softer side of drug smuggling. 
While Americans are familiar with more 
militant phrases like “war on drugs,” the me- 
dia rarely provides a glimpse into the social 
or financial variables that might tempt a per- 
son to be a part of the drug trade. 

In his first feature film, “Maria Full of 
Grace,” which is being released in theaters 
this month, Marston tells the tautly paced 
story of an appealing, feisty, 17-year-old girl 
who yearns for a way out of her sweatshop- 
like job in a flower plantation and cramped 
home which she shares with four generations 
of her family. 

Marston, 35, told GO Brooklyn this week

that he was inspired to make the film after he 
heard a first-hand account of drug smuggling 
from a Colombian woman in the United 
States who had risked her freedom and her 
life for the big money that becoming a drug 
“mule” promises. 

“Actually, I thought, ‘This is quite a com- 
pelling story,’ and I started thinking about it, 
taking notes and researching. Then I wrote 
my first draft,” said Marston. He said the 
movie was not just influenced by that one 
woman’s tale, but by those told by many 
Colombians who have swallowed pellets of 
heroine in order to sneak them through cus- 

He said the journey from the first draft of 
the script to final cut was five long years. 
Over that time the writer-director went to the 
same great lengths that a documentary film- 
maker might attempt in order to make his ut- 
terly engrossing, realistic fiction film. 

“I had a lot of conversations over time,” 
he said. ‘T spoke to people in jail here and in 
South America. I also spent a bit of time in 
JFK [International Airport in Queens] with 
customs inspectors and watching them 

A harrowing moment in the film takes 
place in JFK, when Maria, played by Catali- 
na Sandino Moreno, is questioned by cus- 


toms inspectors who pressure her to allow 
them to X-ray her torso. The game of chick- 
en is excruciating to watch because the audi- 
ence knows that Maria’s belly is uncomfort- 
ably full of 62 large pellets filled with heroin 
that could leak and kill her — not to men- 
tion her unborn child. 

While this interrogation and search may 
be dehumanizing, it’s just 
the latest in a series of 
many humiliations that the 
young girl has already suf- 
fered. Moreno delivers a 
sympathetic performance 
that hinges on her inherent 
decency and commitment 
to her family that makes 
this risky venture neces- 

In February, Moreno 
won the Silver Bear for 
Best Actress at the Berlin 
Film Festival, for her per- 
formance in this film. 

To add to the realism of 
“Maria Full of Grace,” 
Marston wrote the script in 
Spanish, which he claims 
is his fourth language. He 
even encouraged the 
Colombian cast to collabo- 
rate with him on the script. 

ever been, a Colombian 17-year-old girl,” 
said the ever-serious, soft-spoken Marston. “I 
knew I would be reliant on my actors to fill 
in a lot of blanks in the script in terms of 
characters, as well as how they were talking. 
That’s the reason why I cast them. Aside 
from being good actors, they had their own 
background as Colombians, and the region 
where the characters were from, and they 
could draw from that knowledge.” 

Marston’s insistence on Spanish with Eng- 
lish subtitles was turned down by many stu- 
dios before HBO saw the script. The cable 
company is distributing the film with Fine 
Line Features, and it seems their intuition 
was right because the film won the Dramatic 
Audience Award at this year’s Sundance 
Film Festival. 

“When I showed up at Sundance, I had 
never shown the finished film to anyone, and 
I was now screening it for 1,200 people — 
and it was terrifying,” recalled Marston. 
“Normally the Audience Award is given to a 
comedy or a feel-good movie, so the idea 
that it went to a difficult, dramatic film was 
especially gratifying.” 

In addition to being filmed on location in 
Ecuador (in lieu of Colombia, which was not 
practical in the fall of 2001 because of politi- 
cal instability and violence), the film has

scenes in Jackson Heights, Queens, a neigh- 
borhood with a large population of Colom- 
bian immigrants. It’s there that Maria meets 
Don Fernando, a travel agent who acts as an 
advisor for the community’s new arrivals and 
a liaison with local officials. Maria needs his 
help to find another drug mule that she be- 
lieves to be murdered. 

Marston wrote this character into the script 
after meeting Orlando Tobon, “The Mayor of 
Little Colombia,” who came to play Don 
Fernando and be an associate producer on 
the film. Don Fernando is instrumental in 
helping her efforts on behalf of the missing 
courier. In reality, Tobon has repatriated the 
bodies of 400 Colombian drug mules who 
died in their journeys to America. 

“That was really in the late ’80s and ’90s, 
at the height of the smuggling,” explained 
Marston. “But I believe he just did another 
one just last week . . . He’s very open to the 
subject and felt very passionate about it. He 
was generous enough to let me sit in his of- 
fice and observe.” 


The gritty realism and tension in the film 
is also a product of director of photography 
Jim Denault’s handheld camerawork. 

“Like most director-DP relationships, we 
watched a lot of films together and the key 
phrases that came up over and over again for 
us were ‘immediate’ or ‘organic,’” said 
Marston. “The film should feel authentic and 
real. One film that was a reference for us, 
‘Our Song,’ was also shot by Jim.” 

It’s clear that in making “Maria Full of 
Grace,” Marston felt a responsibility to the 
many Colombians who shared their personal, 
painful stories with him. 

“The enjoyment of this work is that it 
reaches people and touches them and affects 
them,” he said. He recalled a 60-year-old 
Colombian man who was watching a scene 
being shot from a hallway. 

“He said, ‘I completely relate to what that 
character is saying. Thank you,”’ said 
Marston. “He was thanking me for making 
this film. It was a very moving moment for 
me to know I was getting everything right.” 



Tacos for art 


Wherever they open a new store, the folks behind 
Chipotle Mexican Grill do something special. 

Last year, when they opened on St. Marks Place 
in the East Village, Chipotle gave away free burri- 
tos. On July 29, in honor of the opening of their first 
Brooklyn store — on Montague Street in Brooklyn 
Heights — the fresh-ingredient, fast-food Mexican 
eatery will throw a fundraiser to benefit the Brook- 
lyn Arts Council. 

The event will take place from 6 pm to 9 pm. A 
donation of $5 at the door buys you a large burrito 
(and they are large!) and a drink. All the proceeds 
collected go to support the Brooklyn Arts Council’s 
performing and visual arts programs, which serve 
100,000 students. 

Chipotle, named for the dried and smoked 
jalapeno pepper, will open for regular business in 
Brooklyn Heights on Friday, July 30. Pictured 
above is New York area manager Randy Sulhvan. 

If you’re rolling your eyes at the thought of another 
corporate chain outlet on Montague Street, there are a 
few things you should know. Chipotle (pronounced 
chi-POAT’-lay) uses the same ingredients better 
restaurants demand — Niman Ranch all-natural pork. 
Bell & Evans chickens, Meyer Ranch all-natural beef 
and Haas avocados in its 350-plus locations. Ten per- 
cent of their beans are organic (they hope to add 
more organic beans soon, according to Chipotle 
spokeswoman Katherine Newell Smith). 

McDonald’s now owns 90-percent of the 11- 
year-old, Denver-based chain, but Chipotle, which 
has earned kudos from food critics across the coun- 
try for its four kinds of salsa, and for the vegetarian 
and free-range meat fillings that pack the massive, 
20-ounce burritos, bears little resemblance to the 
hamburger chain. Every burrito and taco is made to 
order and adheres to founder Steve Ells’ philoso- 
phy: Use simple ingredients to make complex tast- 
ing food in a setting that adds to the dining experi- 
ence. While all Chhipotle restaurants use similar 
materials for a sparse, clean, urban look, no two are 
alike.

H 


i just resting. Waiting for a 
w life to come.” 

So proclaims the mad scien- 
st Dr. Victor Frankenstein of his un- 
godly creation in director James 
Whale’s oft-imitated horror classic of 
1931. The same might be said of the 
movie itself, which, although regular- 
ly remade, is known to the general 
public primarily 
through black- 
and-white film 
clips of Boris 
Karloff lumber- 
ing and growling 
or the famous 
sequence when 
the doctor chill- 
ingly screams, 

“He’s alive!” 

Now comes 
the resurrection. 

Composer Tom 
Nazziola and his BQE Project will 
breathe new life into the historic 
fright flick by performing an original 
score live at a screening for Celebrate 
Brooklyn in Prospect Park on Thurs- 
day, July 29, at 8:40 pm. 

“It’s an interplay across time,” says 
Jack Walsh, producer of the perform- 
ing arts series in the park. 

Why “Frankenstein” was initially 
created without any leitmotifs or 
tuneful accompaniment is one of the 
quirks of movie history. Following 
the birth of talking pictures in 1927, 
the initial batch of studio films with 
spoken dialogue had yet to consider 
the incorporation of musical scores. 
It was an oversight that didn’t last 
long. 

“By ’33 or ’34,” Nazziola asserts, 


“film scoring was coming into its 

Preceding that development, how- 
ever, a brief era of largely unscored 
works — including cinematic land- 
marks such as Greta Garbo’s “Anna 
Christie” and Edward G. Robinson’s 
“Little Caesar” — had unfolded. 
While Nazziola contemplated using 
other monster movies for this particu- 
lar project, “The Invisible Man” and 
“Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde” among 
them, he opted 
for Whale’s mas- 
terpiece, because, 
“There’s not a 
stitch of music in 
it except for the 
intro credits and 

Other factors 
no doubt include 
that this cinemat- 
ic adaptation of 
Mary Shelley’s 
gothic novel of 
ideas has aged better than many of its 
peers. Not only does it possess 
Karloff’s career-defining perform- 
ance, and some dramatically stylized 
set pieces akin to German expres- 
sionism, but the narrative’s central 
concerns about the dangers of amoral 
scientific research and the inc- 
onsistencies of justice when con- 
fronted by class have remained at the 
center of public discourse. 

The fairly recent Whale bio-pic 
“Gods and Monsters” and two up- 
coming television versions of 
“Frankenstein” — one written by hor- 
ror novelist Dean Koontz for USA 
Network; the other, a Hallmark Chan- 
nel miniseries starring Julie Delpy, 
William Hurt and Donald Sutherland 
— emphasize the timelessness of the

material. 

“Frankenstein” is not the first BQE 
soundtrack for a talkie. At Celebrate 
Brooklyn in 2001. the ensemble pre- 
miered live musical accompaniment 
for the Marlene Dietrich vehicle “Der 
Blaue Engel” (“The Blue Angel”). 
What differed in that instance was the 
score (composed with John Florio) 
was by necessity influenced by the 
film debut of Dietrich’s theme song: 
‘Tailing in Love Again.” 

In that case, Nazzioli decided that 
the “best way to handle a movie with 
source music is to incorporate it into 


the score.” The result, with its lushly, 
period-sensitive orchestration, provid- 
ed Dietrich’s signature tune, not just 
Josef von Sternberg’s gripping drama, 
with a wholly revitalized sound. 

This time around, liberated from 
such concerns, Nazzioli takes a tack 
in tune with Philip Glass’ Kronos 
Quartet score for Tod Browning’s 
“Dracula” (a movie that premiered, 
interestingly enough, the same year as 
“Frankenstein”). Serialism and mini- 
malism inform this BQE score, al- 
though neither were the predominant 
modes of 1930s musical expression.

“It’s aggressive and action-orient- 
ed,” says Nazzioli of his contempo- 
rary classical approach. Plus, it’s been 
injected with fresh instrumentation 
via the electric guitar. 

What carries through from previ- 
ous efforts is Nazzioli’s conscientious 
use of a director’s cut. The celluloid 
print — projected on the bandshell’s 
enormous 22-foot tall and 50-foot 
wide screen — promises the restora- 
tion of once-controversial footage ex- 
cised from earlier versions and even 
some videos today. 

One depicts the confused monster 
tossing a little girl into the water and 
to her death; another is the simple 
reinsertion of one sacrilegious line ut- 
tered by the doctor after his creation 
comes to life. 

“Now I know what it’s like to be 
God.” 

Opening for the BQE Project’s 
“Frankenstein” will be a concert by 
One Ring Zero, a local ensemble that 
crosses disciplines in its own way. 
The two leaders of the group, Joshua 
Camp and Michael Hearst, are long- 
time participants in Clay McLeod 
Chapman’s cult-like, Manhattan- 
based theater series, “The Pumpkin 
Pie Show.” 

With the ensemble’s latest CD “As 
Smart as We Are,” One Ring Zero 
fosters a decidedly literary approach 
to songwriting. Novelists Margaret 
Atwood, Paul Auster and Jonathan 
Ames have each contributed lyrics as 
has poet A. M. Homes. Like the larg-

W hile fiery furnaces, menacing 
torture devices and the 
prospect of eternal damnation 
may not seem as appealing as, say, 
heaven, to most of us, for one troupe 
of Williamsburg artists and perform- 
ers. hell is not such a dreadful place. 

Starting this 

weekend, mortal 
souls will have a 
chance to probe 
the shadowy un- 
derworld while 
raising hell on 
earth at the first- 
ever “Hell Festi- 
val” in Williams- 
burg. 

This month-long series, sponsored 
by The Brick Theater Inc., brings to- 
gether sinners, demons and a mishmash 
of performances in a tour de torment 
that will have audience members beg- 
ging for salvation. 

With more than 30 original theater 
productions, an inaugural gallery exhi- 
bition and a handful of musical per- 


formances, the festival weaves together 
multiple interpretations of hell through 
playful narratives, largely drawn from 
biblical stories, mythology and child- 
hood folklore. 

“Everyone brings their own personal 
version of hell into the space,” Michael 
Gardner, co-artistic director of The 
Brick told GO Brooklyn. “Whether it is 
fiery furnaces or void and disillusion- 
ment, each per- 
formance or work

played on his own invention, an instru- 
ment called the “dewanatron.” 

“When we were looking for work, 
we wanted to find artists who had an 
original twist on hell,” said Arianne 
Gelardin, co-curator of the exhibition. 
“Each artist creates a narrative, whether 
they are creating their own perform- 
ance space or mythological world.” 
Naturally, agony and suffering will 
remain a prominent theme throughout 
the performances, which kick off Mon- 
day with a trio of new productions. But 
don’t let that frighten you. The combi- 
nation of demon invocations, Satanic 


parodies and musings on the connec- 
tions between hell and Jell-o promises 
to leave audience members in tears 
from bouts of unrelenting laughter. 

“Blue Puppies in Hell,” for instance, is 
an amusing, yet bizarre, tale by writer 
David Vininy about a talking blue dog’s 
encounters with the canine king of the 
underworld, Lew C. Frrrr. ‘Evil is Kewl: 
Satan’s Message to the Youth.” written 
and directed by Alyssa Siemon, stages a 
Q&A with the almighty prince of dark- 
ness and explains why adolescence is a 
perfect time to immerse oneself in the 
Art of Evil. 

And if you are really a glutton for 
pain, stick around for “Red Bastard is a 
Star,” created by Eric Davis and Sue 
Morrison, and feel the wrath of this 
clownish demon as he torments the 
crowd with comedic insults and provo- 
cations. 

“We really wanted to keep the per- 
formances playful and darkly 
comedic.” said Jesi Khadivi, co-curator 
of the exhibition with Gelardin. 

“The Hell Festival” is the first of The 
Brick’s annual summer festivals. As a 
new theater company — the theater 
house opened less than two years ago 
on Metropolitan Avenue — Gardner 
and co-artistic director Robert Honey- 
well were looking for something new 
and unusual to help kick off their sum- 
mer events. 

“We wanted to have a concept,” 
Gardner said. “Something intriguing 
and unique. Hell seemed perfect. It is 
sexy and subversive and opens itself up 
to religious, theatrical and literary inter- 
pretations.” 

Luckily, demons seem to be in sup- 
ply this summer. When the theater 
company sent out a city-wide casting 
call in April, they fielded more than 60 
applicants.

n September, chef Mark Dabundo, a 
long-time Bay Ridge resident, 
opened Samba, a Nuevo Latino 
restaurant, on Third Avenue. While 
Nuevo Latino cuisine — a blend of 
Cuban, Mexican, Puerto Rican, 
Ecuadorian and Latin American cook- 
ing — started in the 1990s and spread 
to several New York neighborhoods, 
restaurants serving this vibrant fare in 
Bay Ridge are as exotic as fondue 


less “nuevo” than some practitioners of 
the cuisine. He doesn’t pull too many 
far-flung ingredients into one dish — a 
Cuban sandwich is a Cuban sandwich 
— with no big surprises. 

There are a couple of bloopers that 
begin an otherwise satisfying meal. One 
is a poorly designed margarita. Unlike 
the usual drink served in a deep goblet 
or martini glass, this frozen margarita’s 
glass is tulip-shaped with a straw that 
renders the salt around the lip of the 
glass useless. The Sambapolitan, the

pink with blood- 
orange juice, the 
vodka, time and 
Cointreau make a 
bracing trio. 

The other not- 
quite-right item is 
the hummus starter. 
Why hummus, the 
Middle Eastern 
chickpea spread, in 
a Latin restaurant? 
And why such 
dense, under-sea- 
soned hummus? 
Latin cooking, 
with its wonder- 
ful, bright notes, calls for a punchier in- 
troduction. 

I found it with the ceviche, a dish 
that begins with fish or shellfish soaked 
in lemon, lime or orange juice until the 
acid in the liquid “cooks” the fish. In 
the shrimp and calamari version, the 
fish is poached gently before it’s tossed 


in tomato juice, seasoned with guajillo 
chilies, mixed with a bit of avocado 
(that adds creaminess to the dish) and 
freshened with chopped cilantro. 

The malanga and crab fritters with 
their little cupcake shapes, tiny crowns 
of chipotle mayonnaise and pretty man- 
go-and-red onion salsa, were charming 
to look at, but not compelling enough 
to eat more than one. The malanga, a 
tuber similar to a potato but starchier, is 
mixed with crabmeat and egg and then 
fried. The fritters needed more crab and 
less malanga, although the dollop of 
lightly spiced mayonnaise added some 
heat, and the salsa was delicious on its 

The only problem with a perfectly 
cooked, pan-seared sea bass entree was 
the pool of yuca — another starchy root 
vegetable — that the fish sat atop. Tast- 
ing the pasty puree made me long for 
mashed potatoes. Touched with a fork, 
the bass separated into buttery layers. 
Dabundo naps the fish with just enough 
light, rich sauce with a hint of orange 
and saffron, to play up its subtle sweet- 

Churrasco is the famous Brazilian 
grilled meat orgy. There were smoky, 
moist chicken breast pieces on the 
bone; grilled skirt steak, rare as or- 


dered, that perfumed the air with a 
meaty, charcoal aroma; and two over- 
salted sausages — a big pork sausage 
with fennel, and chorizo, the spicy pork 
sausage flavored with chilies. A small 
saucer of chimichurri sauce is provided 
to dip the meat in. Its olive oil base 
adds moisture to the meat and the gar- 
lic, vinegar and parsley break up all the 
heavy flavors with a shot of acidity and 

Dabundo makes a to-die-for Cuban 
bread pudding. Soft, white and firm, 
dark raisins are suspended between the 
custardy layers of bread. Over the top 
of the warm dessert melts a big scoop 
of not-too-sweet dulce de leche ice 
cream. The dessert isn’t the tightest 
way to end the meal, but you’d be nuts 
to pass it up. 

If you do opt for a tighter finale, the 
bowl of three sorbets — a delicate co- 
conut, a subtle mango and a lovely, gar- 
net-colored blood-orange with a pro- 
nounced sweet-tart flavor — are well 
made and refreshing. 

Samba is tike Nuevo Latino for be- 
ginners. The flavors are assertive with- 
out being overpowering; and the dishes 
are simple and easy to understand. Of 
course, there’s that hummus. Its really 
got to go. 


As bright red and yellow balloons 
hovered outside at the grand opening 
of Frats Ices in Park Slope on July 9, 
so too did Brooklynites, young and 
old, trying to get a peek at the goods.

Enraged at the futility of his 
life — he has a nagging wife 
(Harriet Parker Mann) and a 
surly, loveless fellow-employ- 
ee, Daisy Devore (Maia Star 
McCann) — Zero kills his 
boss and then surrenders to 
police. He turns himself and 
his bloodstained collar over to 
the policeman who appears at 
his door in the middle of a par- 
ty he and his wife throw for 
the automatons Mr. and Mrs. 
One, Two, Three, 

Four, Five and Six.

Helping your gifted child 


Q: Our 8-year-old son, who 
has an IQ of 150 plus, is set to 
start third grade. The school’s 
testing shows he should be en- 
tering fifth grade. He is im- 
mature emotionally, so we do 
not want him to skip even one 
grade. He could attend a 
school for gifted kids, but we 
think he has made social 
gains by being around all 
types of kids. It seems mean 
to make him sit through third 
grade when academically he 
is ready for fifth grade. How 
can we keep him from being 
bored?” — a mother 

A: Look at the whole child, 
not just his test scores, parents 
of gifted children suggest. 

“The best advice we got 
about our son was that IQ is 
only a small part of a person,” 
says reader Mary Jo Carlson. 
Other key advice, she says: Be 
your child’s strongest advocate. 

Look beyond school so your 
child gets more than the aver- 
age third-grade fare. Not just 
special projects in class, but af- 
ter-school activities such as 
sports, drama or Scouts, hob- 
bies, family trips to museums, 
fun novels to read and down- 
to be creative.

reader Gay Durward. “Appro- 
priate social skills are every bit 
as important a part of learning 
as the academic part.”

Reassess often. If your child 
has extra activities but still 
shows signs that boredom is af- 
fecting his behavior in class, 
take him to see the gifted 
school, says Durward, a mother 
who was identified early on as 
“highly gifted.” Possibly sit in 
on some classes, and the child 
might find he likes the school 
after all. 

Another reader with a high 
IQ admitted to being bored in 
third grade, and skipped fourth 
grade. “Leaving my peers to 
enter the world of bigger, more 
experienced fifth graders was a 


huge mistake,” he recalls. Aca- 
demically, he says he “didn’t 
miss much.” But socially, he 
missed out on learning how to 
fit in with kids his own age. 

Part of growing up isn’t just 
being “book smart,” says a 
mother, but also learning to 
have common sense, to be re- 
sponsible and to make good 
choices. A child pushed beyond 
his maturity level may be un- 
able to handle the pressures of 
middle and high school, and 
then make poor choices, she 

Several other readers, includ- 
ing a high school senior, agree 
that skipping grades can end up 
being detrimental, and that af- 
ter-school activities help to 
keep a bright child engaged. 

Jacquie McTaggart, author 
of “From the Teacher’s Desk,” 
(Booklocker.com, 2003), says 
most highly intelligent children 
are creative about expanding 
their own learning activities if 
they are allowed to “color out- 
side the lines,” and are not 
forced to practice skills they 
have already mastered. 

McTaggart, a teacher for 42 
years, suggests that this mother 
contact her son’s new teacher 
before school starts if possible 
and schedule a conference. 

"Approach the initial meet- 
ing with an, ‘I need your help’ 
attitude. Avoid the, ‘My kid is 
super smart; what are you going 


to do for him?”’ tone, she says. 
Teachers approached early in a 
non-threatening way are likely 
to make concessions so the gift- 
ed learner progresses at an ad- 
vanced rate academically but 
stays with his peers, McTaggart 

Reader Sam Brown says it 
was the right choice not to let 
his exceptionally bright daugh- 
ter skip grades early on. When 
she reached high school, 
though, she chose her own pace 
and graduated a year early. 

A new resource to help par- 
ents and teachers challenge gift- 
ed children is “Genius Denied” 
(Simon and Schuster, 2004) by 
Bob and Jan Davidson. They 
offer hope for change but say 
school systems have failed the 
nation’s smartest children. 

Can you help? 

“My 2-year-old son is afraid 
of many dogs, particularly my 
sister’s. The dog, part Aus- 
tralian shepherd, is gentle but 
has a loud bark and so much 
brown fur that my son says 
she’s a wolf. He doesn’t mind 
our short-haired lab, although 
he wants me to hold him con- 
stantly at my sister’s house. 
How can we reduce his fears?” 
— a mother

In fact, Rice’s writing is so 
superb that even with the gla- 
cial pace and one-dimensional 
acting of the current produc- 
tion, this reviewer (who had 
never before seen or read the 
play) turned to her companion 
after 10 minutes and re- 
marked, “I think it’s supposed 
to be funny.” 

A shot of adrenaline might 
have helped the show (as 
would a stage manager who 
knows how to work a light 
board, scenery that doesn’t 
look like it was found on the 
street and a stage floor that 
doesn’t seem to display the de- 
tritus of previous productions), 
but even more, the play could 
have been helped by a director 
and cast who understood that 
“The Adding Machine” is in- 
deed, as it says in the program 
notes, “a comedic drama.” 

McHenry, who is a compe- 
tent actor, might have deliv- 
ered a convincing perform- 
ance with better direction and 
better support from the other 
actors; and Mann would have 
been much improved if she’d 
deviated from her droning 
monotone of complaints to 
show other emotions — jeal- 
ousy, longing and, yes, happi- 
ness. It is the juxtaposition of 
conflicting emotions within 
and between the characters 
that should make this play fun- 
ny. 

As for McCann, she’s so 
hopelessly miscast (no amount 
of fake gray can make this 


young and attractive actress 
look like a dowdy woman ap- 
proaching middle-age), there’s 
nothing much she could have 
done to make her character 
stage-worthy. 

It’s really a shame The Im- 
pact Theater did such a poor 
job with the play. “The Adding 
Machine” is one of several 
that Rice (a lawyer-tumed- 
playwright) wrote in the serv- 
ice of liberal causes and 
against oppression and preju- 
dice — casual cruelty (“Street 
Scene”), poverty (“We the 
People”) and Nazi fascism 
(“Judgment Day”). 

Unfortunately, the questions 
Rice asked have not been an- 
swered, the problems he posed 
not solved and the injustices 
he exposed not resolved. In his 
lifetime, Rice’s views brought 
him into conflict with the likes 
of Joseph McCarthy and gov- 
ernment censors. But he didn’t 
flinch. When the independ- 
ence of his work with the Fed- 
eral Theatre Project was 
threatened, he resigned his ad- 
ministrative post, and when he 
disagreed with some of the po- 
sitions and the control of the 
Theatre Guild, he founded the 
Playwrights’ Company with 
four other playwrights — 
Robert Sherwood, S. N. 
Behrman, Sidney Howard and 
Maxwell Anderson. 

Surely Rice’s work de- 
serves better treatment than is 
given in this sloppy, unfo- 
cussed production.

DeVore, which stars Honeywell 
as a psychologically tormented 
astronaut, abandoned on Mars 
and struggling to survive despite 
his isolation. Others have ap- 
peared at the NYCFringe Festi- 
val, the Woodstock Fringe Fes- 
tival and off-off-Broadway in 
Manhattan. Coupled with multi- 
media works by local artists and 
musicians, the festival seeks to 
help create a cross-platform for 
visual art and performance. 

‘To me it seems like different 
art forms remain worlds apart,” 
Honeywell said. “The festival is 
a way of cross-pollination.” 

Housed in a century-old 
garage, the playhouse opened in 
September 2002 and has pro- 
duced more than a dozen pro- 


ductions since then. The loca- 
tion, Honeywell said, suits the 
up-and-coming theater. 

“We found many of our per- 
formers do not live in Manhat- 
tan but around the comer in 
Williamsburg,” he said, later 
adding, ‘Tt is easier to get here 
than to BAM.” 

The hellish festivities con- 
clude on Aug. 22, with one last 
night of sinful indulgence at 
“The Carnival of Souls” where 
guests lurk around dressed as 
their favorite demonic icon, to 
menacing sounds of “hell- 
themed” soundtracks. “Cheap 
beer” will be served to help fa- 
cilitate the proliferation of sins. 

But be warned. There is no 
chance for salvation — at least 
not until next year. 

“Redemption is next year’s 
festival. This year is suffering,” 
Gardner said. “Although we 
may have a confessional booth.”

Clones show women how it's done

“Da-Duh-Dum, Da-Duh-Dum,” sings Cy- 
clones manager Tony Tijerina, as he intones the 
ESPN SportsCenter theme in recognition of a 
snappy double play turned by two women on the 
infield at Keyspan Park. 

What was Tijerina doing on the infield with four 
of his players, surrounded by 46 women players 
between the ages of 14 and 52? He was helping to 
conduct the First Annual Ladies Baseball Clinic, 
sponsored by the Cyclones and the Ladies Home 
Journal, on July 17 

The event began at 11 am, with a tour of the 
Brooklyn Baseball Gallery and then a visit to the 
visitor’s dugout for a brief Baseball 101 introduc- 
tion given by Anna Isaacson, the Cyclones’ Brook- 
lyn Baseball Gallery manager and community re- 
lations representative. 

The women and girls were divided into three 
groups, and the groups rotated to three stations on 
the field. 

At a batting tee set up to the side of home plate, 
Cyclones outfielder Derran Watts was teaching the 
fundamentals of the baseball swing. First, he told 
each woman to set their stance — legs apart, slight 
crouch — at the plate. Then he showed them how 
to “load” the bat, then step, use the hips and then 
“throw” the hands. Some of the women seemed a 
little tense about their turn at the tee, but Derran 
was an encouraging teacher, clearly explaining the 
fundamentals, by making positive comments and 
using humor. Soon all of the participants in his 
group seemed to relax and absorb the instruction. 

Watts suggested that the batters wiggle the bat 
just before the pitch, both as a way to relax and as 
“an intimidation factor.” 

“Never smile when you're at bat, unless you 
know something the pitcher doesn't know,” Watts 
then told the women. “Even if you don’t know 
something, you can smile like you do.” 

“If you smile, the pitcher is going to throw at

The women moved to the plate. 

Brinkley demonstrated bunting, showing the 
women both the drag and push bunts. 

“On the bunt towards third, go right down the 
line, so it’s either a hit or a foul ball,” instructed 
the Cyclones left fielder. “But here [at Keyspan], 
you have to bunt a little more away from the line 
because the baseline slopes towards the foul 

Another group of women was learning infield 
play. Infielder Kevin Rios and Tijerina were 
working with them. 

“Here’s Kevin Rios, an infielder who can play 
short, second or third,” the manager told the 

“I can play first, too,” said Rios, not so much 
to the women, but to his manager — because it 
never hurts to lobby for playing time. 

Chris Warner, a participant originally from 
Hawaii but now living on Kings Highway, took 
a grounder. It was the first time she had ever 
played baseball and she was having mixed suc- 
cess, but hanging in there. 

“I’m here to learn about the actual mechanics 
of playing,” said Warner as she got ready to field 
another grounder thrown by Tijerina. 

Taiine Santiago, of Ridgewood, Queens, tem- 
porarily playing shortstop, though left-handed, 
took a grounder and threw to Tijerina at first 
base. Her throwing motion was smooth and her 
throw was hard, with a break to the ball.

Sounds of 
the game 
at Keyspan 

A BROOKLYN BASEBALL FAN will say he’s going 
out to Keyspan Park to “see” the Cyclones game. But, 
with so many sounds associated with the game, a fan 
could just as well say that he’s going to “hear” it. 

So, on July 17, 1 traveled to Keyspan Park not so much to 
watch the game between the Brooks and the visiting Hudson 
Valley Renegades, but to listen to it. 

We’ll pick up the day with the arrival of the Renegades at the 
players’ entrance to Keyspan Park. We hear a soft rumbling of 
the motor as the visitors’ bus, driven by Rich Flood, pulls up to 
the curb at 3 pm, three hours before game time. We listen as 
Flood opens the bin underneath the bus and we hear scraping 
sounds as the players pull out their athletic bags. Sneakers on 
their feet, they quietly step up to the players’ entrance. There is 
no one to let the team into the ballpark, which brings about the 
knocks on the door to the Cyclones offices. 

There are more footsteps as the Renegades head down the 
corridor to the clubhouse. 

On the way, in the bowels of the stadium, Marty Delessio, an 
emergency medical technician supervisor with the Midwood 
Ambulance Service, is in the first aid station, announcing assign- 
ments to his crew like a manager announcing his line-up. 

“[Walkie-talkie number] Two behind first, four, behind third 
..." he announces. 

A while later, we rejoin the Hudson Valley team behind the 
batting cage as they take batting practice. Chris Nowak, Rene- 
gade third baseman, is hitting. There is a sharp smack of the bat 
hitting a ball. 

“Way to get the head [of the bat] down on that low one,” says a 
soft drawl from behind the cage. It’s New York speak, and the 
voice belongs to Ed Kranepool, one of tonight’s announcers on the 
Metro Channel telecast, and a former Met from their early years 
who made it to the big leagues when he was only 17 years old. 

As the aspiring single-A players crack the ball out of the bat- 
ting cage, the sound of their hits is dwarfed by the cranked-up 
sound of the speakers in left field where today’s Mets game is 
being shown on the giant television screen. 

I N THE CYCLONES’ dugout, the players are resting on the 
bench. Aaron Hathaway, the team’s catcher, comes up from 
the tunnel and enters the dugout at the home plate end. It is 
quiet — too quiet, like when cowboys enter a mountain pass and 
they feel they’re about to be ambushed. Aaron Hathaway does- 
n’t feel that way. Perhaps he should. As the unsuspecting catcher 
walks past the bench, second baseman Bryan Zech launches 
himself into the air, grabs the roof of the dugout, and swings 
himself into Hathaway, knocking him sprawling. 

Loud laughter and jeers fill the dugout. 

Chatty again, the Cyclones head for the field for more throw- 
ing and stretching, and their steps create that unique sound of 
metal spikes clattering against a cement floor. 

The buzz of the crowd increases as game-time approaches. 

We fast forward a bit as the evening’s guest singer finishes the 
National Anthem: "... and the home of the brave!” 

Cheers. 

The Renegades’ Fernando Perez steps into the batter’s box 
against Cyclones pitcher Jeff Landing. 

“Hey, get your beer! Get your ice cold beer here!” shouts a 
vendor in the aisle behind the third-base dugout. 

Crack! Perez hits a shot to right-center field. Corey Coles, the 
Clones center fielder, seems to have trouble with the ball and 
Perez winds up with a triple. Scattered boos. 

“Strike!” bellows the home plate umpire as Coles begins his 
at-bat as the Brooks’ leadoff hitter. 

“Let’s go, Cy-clones!” the crowd chants. 

“Hey, No. 27, you look like Ernie,” shouts a fan at Ernest 
Woodruff as the Renegades outfielder stands in his dugout, un- 
aware that teammate Patrick Cottrell has surreptitiously applied 
two large pieces of pink bubble gum to Woodruff’s baseball cap. 

“Go for three!” shouts another fan, encouraging Cottrell’s 
mischief. Finally, amid much fan laughter, Woodruff removes 
his cap, sees the gum and slinks down into the dugout to remove 
the pink piles. 

The Renegades have already scored two runs in the inning. 
“Strike !” yells the ump during the at-bat of Patrick Breen. 
Soon Breen strikes out. 

“Strike three, Patrick!” taunts a fan as the Renegade batter 
heads back into the dugout. 

Slam! Breen throws his bat into the wooden bat rack. There 
are amused chuckles from the fans behind the visitors’ dugout. 

Two more runs later, the Renegades are finally retired to 
more scattered boos. 

L ATER, IN THE second inning, 6-foot-4 Tyler Davidson, 
Brooklyn’s Tarzan, advances towards the plate. His theme 
song, “Welcome to the Jungle” is blasted over the speak- 
ers. Soon there is the crack of the bat quickly followed by a loud 
thud as Davidson’s lined rocket shot single to left field hits the 
Brooklyn Brewery sign. 

As the game moves along, there is persistent clanging from 
Section 5 as “Monkey Lady” pinch hits for Nick Cunningham 
as the evening’s cowbell clanger. 

Up in the Catbird Seat, Warner Fusselle, the Cyclones’ radio 
announcer, calls the game. It’s the sixth inning, the game intensi- 
ty has slowed, the Cyclones trail 7-1, so Fusselle knows to bring 
some other things into the mix. 

“On this day in Brooklyn Dodger history,” he says in his 
smooth voice with a little bit of the South in it, “Christy Mattew- 
son made his debut, in Brooklyn, against the Brooklyn Dodgers, 
and no, it wasn’t in Ebbets Field. That hadn’t been built yet. It 
was in Washington Park.” 

“Go ahead! Don’t be shy!” booms the voice that sounds, for 
this bit, like a cross between that of a burlesque announcer and 
God. “Kiss her! You’re among friends!” tempts the voice of 
Dom Alagia, the Cyclones’ public address announcer, as couples 
kiss on camera in an effort to win a dozen roses. 

The game moves on. 

In the seventh inning the crowd stands for the playing of 
“Take Me Out to the Ball Game.” 

In the eighth inning, a young woman stands near the third- 
base dugout. 

“I accept. I will marry you,” she says, happy and stunned, her 
voice coming over the field microphone as she responds to the 
proposal of her now-fiance and a mere 8,000 witnesses to the 
commitment. 

The game ends with the Cyclones losing 7-2. Frank Sinatra 
sings “The Brooklyn Bridge” as fans leave the ballpark. 

O UTSIDE, NEAR THE players’ entrance, Jose Ro- 
driguez, visiting from Spain, proudly talks of his grand- 
son, outfielder Fernando Perez, (who hit the opening 
triple of the Renegades big four-run first inning), from Princeton 
Junction, N.J., and Columbia University. 

Flood, the Renegades’ bus driver, discusses the sound of this 
year’s Renegades. 

“They’re the quietest team I’ve ever driven,” he says as some 
players, true to Flood’s word, victoriously, yet silently, board the 

The Cyclones aren’t usually such a quiet team, but they are 
tonight. 

As they change in their clubhouse, the normal sounds of mu- 
sic and a ping pong game are absent. The Cyclones coaching 
staff spoke to them after the game about keeping their baseball 
concentration. 

Sounds are heard from the Cyclones’ training room. They 
sound like slamming weights. 

They are. Cyclone first baseman Jim Burt is lifting those 
weights. There is also a whirring sound. It’s pitcher Celso Ron- 
don peddling on the stationary bicycle. 

They’re inspiring sounds. They’re the sounds of quiet deter- 
mination.

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Methodist offers

Mastropietro credits her interest in the 
nascent field to the satisfaction of helping 
women who have long suffered problems 
such as urinary incontinence without ben- 
efit of treatment. 

“Urogynecology serves the growing 
need of an aging population, providing 
many new options for treatment,” she 

By some estimates, between 30 and 65 
percent of all women will be affected by 
urinary incontinence at some times in their 
lives. Feelings of shame and embarrass- 
ment can make those who experience the 
problem suffer quietly. In many cases, the 


most difficult part of treatment can be get- 
ting patients to raise the topic. 

“If woman can talk about it with their 
doctors, they’ll realize that there are multi- 
ple treatments — both medical and surgi- 
cal — available,” said Mastropietro. 
“There are many ways that we can help.” 

Because urinary incontinence is often 
linked to childbirth and surgery, women 
are much more likely to experience it than 

“It is estimated that anywhere from 18 
to 20 million women suffer from it, and 
women tend to have incontinence two or 
three times more often than men,” said 
Mastropietro.
